; I-want to say a special, word 
to you who have ties to France— 
a land and a people close to my 
any On an August day in 1944 
ust eight years ago, American 
nd British armies, moving across 
rance at my command, came to 
a halt. Through our lines filed 
the heroes of Gen. LeClerc’s 
rench armored division. These 
eroic sons of France had fought 
all the way from Lake Chad in 
Africa to be the first to enter 
and liberate their beloved Paris. 
I have never been more deeply 
moved or more aware of the high 
order of French courage. As an 
American I am proud that this 
heritage of courage has been 
planted here. 

In New Orleans last Friday, 
the Administration candidate had 
something to say about your con- 
dition in 1933. He described it as 
being “little better than, that of 
the natives of India.” He likened 
your state to an “America India.”

I want to pay tribute to what 
you have done with your own 
brains and your own energy.

The Supreme Court has de- 
clared in very recent years that 
there are certain paramount fed- 
Leral rights in these areas. But 
the court expressly recognized the 
right of Congress to deal with 
the matters of ownership and title. 

Twice by substantial majorities, 
both houses of Congress have 
voted to recognize the traditional 
concept of state ownership of 
these submerged areas. Twice 
these acts of Congress have been 
vetoed by the President. 

I would approve such acts of 
Congress. 

y opponent has announced 
that he agrees with the Presi- 
dent’s veto of these laws. Last 
week, here in New Orleans he 
amplified his views. As I un- 
derstand his plan, he would 
have the Federal Government 
take over and dole out to the

part of the revenues Washing- 
ton decided might be good for 


This I would call the shoddy 
deal. 


State ownership of the lands| 


and resources beneath inland and 
off-shore navigable waters is a 
long-recognized concept. It has 
not weakened America or im- 
paired the orderly development of 
such resources. The states have 
administered the development of 
such resources in these areas from 
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the beginning. And let me point! and 


out that this development has

The policy of the Washington 
powermongers is a policy of grab. 
I wonder how far a consistent 
pursuit of this policy would take 
us. If they take the Louisiana, 
Texas and California tidelands, 
then what about the Great Lakes? 
They have been held to be open 
sea. A good part of Chicago has 
been built on lands once sub- 
merged by Lake Michigan. 

What of the inland lakes, rivers 
and streams in Oklahoma, Iowa, 
Illinois, and Kansas? 

What about the iron ore under 
the navigable waters of Minne- 
sota and the coal under the wa- 
ters of Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, and other states? 

What of the fisheries in Filori- 
da; what of the kelp in Maine; 
what of the real estate built on 
soil reclaimed from the once-sub- 
merged areas in New York and 
Massachusetts? 

The Washington power grab- 
bers say, “Oh, we haven't tried to 
move in on any of those other 
states.” 

My answer is they didn’t 
move in on you in Louisiana 
until the submerged lands be- 
came valuable. 

So I repeat for the benefit of

the states in submerged lands. 

Here are my reasons: ~ 

First, I deplore and I will al- 
ways resist federal encroach- 
ment upon rights and affairs 
of the states.

Third, the resources of these 
submerged areas, though still 
owned by the states, will be 
available for America’s defense 
in time of national emergency. 

Fourth, the orderly develop- 
ment of these resources under 
the states need not interfere 
with any valid federal function. 

Fifth, I believe the law twice 
passed by Congress which 
would recognize these _ state 
titles is in keeping with basic 
principles of honest dealing and 
fair play. These things are im- 
portant—they are vital, in gov-

That is the only reason for 
the high development of mechanization in this new, modern and 


different warehouse. 
For this purpose, 
equipment is used throughout; 
electric fork lifts will pick up 2400 
pounds of merchandise at one 


time, which may consist of as 
high as 100 cases with one lift- 
ing; a completely mechanized tow 
line built into the concrete floor 
on which carts of merchandise 
move around the warehouse at.all 
times. For this same reason, other 
modern mechanical equipment is 
used—order fillers no longer push 
carts around to select merchan- 
dise from selection lines, but now 
ride modern electrical pullers 
stopping and starting as the need 
may be, to select merchandise to 
fill each order. Even the assist- 
ant warehouse superintendents 
ride electrical jeeps so that they 
can move from one area of the 
warehouse to another with speed 
in order to see that their orders 
are carried out with more dis- 
patch in order to keep an even 
and fast flow of merchandise 
through the warehouse.

MOSCOW, Oct. 14 (AP). 
LEADER of the Communist 
party’s control commission 
warned today that party rep- 

resentatives will be installed in 
republics, districts and counties, 
independently of local party 
authorities, to intensify party 
rule. 

This warning came from the 
deputy chairman of the control 
commission, Matvei Shkiryatov, 
and old Bolshevik who has been 
a close assocate of Prime Min- 
ister Stalin. In -a speech to the 
nineteenth All-Union Communist 
party congress, he said: 

“This measure will assist in the 
prevention of violation of party 
by-laws and intensification of the 
struggle against defects and un- 
healthy phenomena which exist 
in the life and work of party 
organizations.” 

Shkiryatov’s statement, which 
may be regarded as the most im- 
portant report on party discipline 
in a long time, was one of the 
highlights of the closing sessions 
of this congress. the first called 
by the party in 13 years.

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An Apology Withdrawn

No, we must find off what we said 
or did to offend him and assure him that we 
did not mean it. We must make it up to him.

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Korea Before the Assembly 


As the United Nations General Assembly con- 
venes, probably to spend a good deal of its time 
discussing Korea, it is worth recalling the terms 
of the U.N, truce plan drafted for the Assembly 
21 months ago. ? 

At that time, only a few weeks after Red Chi- 
na’s massive intervention in Korea, the U.N. 
offered the Communists a fair and honorable 
proposal for peace. ' 

First of all, this plan called for an immediate 
cease-fire, under safeguards to make sure that 
it would not be used as a screen for mounting 
a new offensive. Next it called for the gradual 
withdrawal of non-Korean armed forces accom- 
panied by arrangements for elections looking 
toward a unified government. Pending the com- 
pletion of these steps, the plan contemplated 
interim arrangements to be set up for the ad- 
ministration of Korea and the maintenance of 
peace and security there. 

Finally, the U.N. plan provided that as soon 
as a cease-fire agreement was reached the As- 
sembly would set up a committee, to include 
representatives of Communist China, te negoti- 
ate a general Far Eastern settlement, including 
the problem of Formosa and representation of 
China in the United Nations. 

Is it too late to revive the elements of such a 
plan as this? The Communists turned it down 
in 1951, evidently under the illusion that they 
could soon throw the U.N. forces out of Korea— 
an illusion which they must have given up by 
now. Western opinion, meanwhile, has hardened. 
Particularly in the United States, any sort of 
negotiation with the Communists on broad Far 
Eastern problems has come to be feared as in- 
volving “appeasement.” 

Yet if it was good policy to link negotiation 
with a cease-fire in January 1951, exploring the 
possibilities of that approach now might be 
worth while. The effort to achieve a strictly mili- 
tary truce has failed. Would “a military truce 
become possible if the U.N. reaffirmed its readi- 
ness to use the period of the truce for negoti- 
ating non-military questions?

All Clear in Omaha 


In ease there is still any argument about 
whether Gov. Stevenson is talking over people's 
heads, the Democratic National Committee has 
had the last word on the subject. It hag polled 
the milkmen in Omaha.

A 
goodly. number, the committee reports, are re 
sentful that anybody might think anything is too 
highfalutin' for them te understand. And to illus-

If it is not clear, though, why an Omaha milk- 
man is the ultimate ‘test of clarity, the answer 
lies in an old press association custom. When a 
reporter wrote something he thought was pretty 
fancy, his editor could say, “Yes, but would it be 
clear to a milkman in Omaha?” 

The only way the Republicans can get around 
this poll is to offer one of their own. They could 
poll that old standby, John Q. Public, but there 
is nobody by that name in the telephone direc- 
tory. For the moment the milkmen have it. Ste- 
venson’s speeches are clear, Grade A and certi- 
fied. 
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A Court Warns Congress 

The United States Court of Appeals in Boston 
has served a legal warning on congressional in- 
vestigators. It did so in setting aside the bribery 
conviction of’ Denis W. Delaney, former Massa- 
chusetts revenue collector. 

Delaney had been sentenced to prison on 
charges of taking bribes and falsifying tax liens. 
But the appeals court ordered a new trial. It 
said Delaney had been “obliged to stand trial in 
the hostile atmosphere engendered by extra- 
courtroom activity.” 

What, was this activity? A House Ways and 
Means subcommittee held hearings on the De- 
laney case after he was indicted but before he 
was tried. News of the hearings was widely 
printed. The court held that Delaney’s character 
was blackened by this publicity and therefore a 
fair trial at the time was impossible. 

This is an important ruling because there was 
no precedent for it. It is also important because 
it might be applied to cases other than that of 
Delaney or the tax investigation. It might con- 
ceivably affect alleged Communists or others 
who could claim their right to a fair trial was 
prejudiced,by a well-publicized congressional in- 
vestigation. 

The appeals court did not criticize the King 
subcommittee, which has exposed many tax scan- 
dals. Nor did the court seek to restrict congres- 
sional investigations. But it is implicit in the 
ruling that Congress cannot invite harmful pub- 
licity for a person who is about to stand trial. 

This should be a healthy rule. Investigating 
committees can still dig up information and see 
that a case is brought to the courts. But once 
the case is there, congressional investigators 
should avoid creating an atmosphere which in- 
terferes with justice. 
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They Like the Safe Plane Seat 
The Civil Aeronautics Board is making a very 
convincing case for its argument that passengers’ 
seats on airplanes should be faced backward for 
safety’s sake. 
At a conference of government, labor and in- 


. dustry to consider what revisions in federal air 


safety regulations may be needed, CAB said it 
believed rearward-facing seats should be made 
‘mandatory. 

Commercial air lines, which are against it, 
base their objection on their theory that the pas- 
sengers would not like it. Opposed to this theory 
is the fact, ascertained in a survey by the Forty- 
sixth British Transport Command, that most peo- 
ple either prefer it or do not object to it, and 
they were queried solely on the grounds of com- 
fort and vision, without any suggestion that rear- 
facing seats would enhance their safety. 

The enhanced safety factor in rear-facing seats 
is warmly attested by the Royal Air Force, which 
made studies of two serious crashes and con- 
cluded that rear-facing seats were to be thanked 
for the survival of so many passengers. The evi- 
dence has been most persuasive to the United 
States services also. 

On the civilian side, Australia has become the 
first country in the world to make backward fac- 
ing seats in airplanes compulsory. It may not be 
the way grandfather did his flying, but, the 
cumulative evidence being as impressive as itis, 
it looks like it might be the way grandson is 
going to fly.

The practical question is wheth- 
er, when, and under what circum- 
stances, the Koreans might take 
over the whole present line. Un- 
doubtedly that depends on what 
kind of war is going to be fought 
from now on in Korea. 

If there is very little fighting, 
if there is a virtual though not a 
formal cease-fire, then it ought to 
be possible to build up the Korean 
army from its present strength of 
400,000 to perhaps 1,000,000. This 
amounts to saying that if there is 
not much war for a considerable 
time to come, then over a consid- 
erable time to come Koreans can 
be trained to take over the whole 
front line. 


Secretary Lovett’s View. 


But the outlook will be very 
different if the fighting remains 
intense—even if it dies down only 
to flare up again and again. Un- 
der these circumstances it will be 
impossible to withdraw the Amer- 
icans from the front line — first, 
because it would soften up the 
front, and second, because the 
casualties of the South Koreans 
will be large enough to slow down 
an important increase in the size 
of their army. 

The kind of fighting they have 
been engaged in during the past 
week calls for replacements, uses 
up trained officers and non-coms, 
and retards enlargement of the 
army.

Dr. Sieck was a national leader 
of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod.

During his term, the school for 
the training of Lutheran pastors 
grew into one of the largest 
seminaries in the country—with 
the current enrollment at a rec- 
ord mark of 840 students—and 
many new buildings were erected 
on the campus at 801 DeMun ave- 
nue. In addition to his execu- 
tive duties, he taught pastoral 
theology. : 

Dr. Sieck was born at Erie, Pa. 
He attended St. John’s College, 
Winfield, Kan.; Concordia Col- 
lege, Milwaukee, Wis., and Con- 
cordia Seminary here. Follow- 
ing his graduation from Concor- 
dia Seminary in 1904, he was or- 
dained and installed as an assist- 
ant pastor of a church at Ham- 
burg, Minn. 

He returned to St. Louis in 
1905 and served at Zion Lutheran 
Church, 2500 North Twenty-first 
street, until called to head the 
seminary in 1943. He was as- 
sistant pastor at Zion Church 
from 1905 to 1914, and pastor 
from 1914 to 1943. a 

Dr. Sieck was chairman of the 
Board of Control of Concordia 
Seminary from 1939 to 1943. He 
was president of the board of di- 
rectors of the Lutheran radio sta- 
tion, KFUO, from 1926 to 1943, 
and organized the Lutheran Pub- 
licity Organization of St. Louis, 
serving as its president for 21 
years. He was president of the 
St. Louis Lutheran Pastoral Con- 
ference for 24 years, and presi- 
dent of the St. Louis City Mis- 
sions Society for 10 years. He 
was a member of the board of di- 
rectors of Valparaiso (Ind.) Uni- 
versity for 11 years. 

At the time of his death, he 
was a vice president of-the State 
Historical Society of Missouri.

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Limits on Homework 


By Angelo Patri 


‘wOMEWORK is one of the perennial problems of school 
and home. Should there be some, or none? Should the 
children be helped at home, or allowed to struggle on 

alone? If they are'to have assistance, what kind and how much? 
Should the teacher rate it and return it? 

All these questions and more like them are asked every 
school term. My experience with school children and teachers 
tells me that the first three grades in elementary school need 
very little homework. If the child wants something to do, and 
his parents like the idea, it does no harm to say: “Read over 
today’s reading lesson. Here are three examples like the 
ones you had this morning. You can do them tonight for 
practice if you like.” Beyond that I have found little use for 
home work in these grades.

BEGINNING WITH the fourth year it is good practice to 
give the class five words to study and use in sentences, three 
arithmetic problems, with which they are familiar,.to work 
and a review of the day’s reading lesson. The whole assign- 
ment should not take more than half an hour and one of 
the’ items should be voluntary. This gives a child something 
to do in the evening, enables his parents to know something of 
what is going on in school, and helps to make the work more 
important to the child. y 

From the fourth year on, the homework increases in 
amount and in importance. The teacher's part in the matter 
is essential. Every teacher should limit the homework to the 
extent that it requires only 45 minutes in the fourth and fifth 
grades, an hour in the sixth and seventh and an hour and a 
half in the eighth. Less will do no harm but more is likely 
to be too much and lead to trouble. -

. WHEN THE UPPER GRADES are departmentalized the 
teathers must co-operate in making assignments so that no 
pupil is asked to hand in work on more than two subjects at 
a-time. This means that they study history and geography one 
night, math and science, the next, and then English as a 
single assignment because it usually calls for reference books 
and a good deal of writing.

ELEVISION can be something of a monster in the home 
T or it can be a source of considerable pleasure. Everything 

depends on how firmly its use is regulated—and where 
children are present, I really mean firmly.

Persons unfamiliar with the 
way professional music is organ- 
ized in the United States may 
wonder why the young musician 
should be any greater object of 
solicitude than any other young 
man or woman starting out in life. 


“The fledgling lawyer, engineer or 


accountant needs and deserves 


encouragement too; but nobody’ 
organizes a committee to give him . 


a boost in the first stages of his 
career. : 

There are’ several important 
differences which make an en- 
trance into a musical profession 
much more difficult than into 
most vocations. The opportunities 
for qualified engineers, account- 
ants or what not are not only 
more numerous but also more 
widely dispersed. 

A musician, whether singer or 
instrumentalist, cannot make a 
career as a concert artist except 
on a national basis and to reach 
national audiences he must have 
a manager with national outlets. 
Practically all of these operate 
out of New York. Moreover, there 
are two managerial organizations 
in New York which dominate the 
field and do more business be- 
tween them than all the other 
concert managers in the world 
put together; These two—the Na- 
tional Concert Artist Corp. and 
the Columbia Artist Corp.—con- 
tro] the greater part of the musi- 
cal talent heard in the United 
States and also, through its eon- 
cert courses, a great number of 


outlets. 
T alone the two dominant organ- 

izations—the young artist must 
be qualified in three respects. He 
must have unusual talent, he must 
have demonstrated his talent hbe- 
fore the public and have press 
notices to show for it, and he 
must be a specialist in a field not 
already well represented in the 
manager's list. A manager who 
has three coloratura sopranos in 
his stable, for instance, will not 
be hospitable to another one un- 
less she is already a_ second 
Frieda Hempel.

O impress any manager —let 


EXT to people, who walk 
Nirouna with spiked shoes, 

floors and floor coverings get 
their worst beating from pieces of 
furniture that just sit around and 
do nothing. 


Trouble is that the legs on most 
furniture are pretty small and 
that means that a good deal of 
weight is concentrated on a small 
portion of the floor. Let this load 
sit long enough and your floor or 
floor covering will be dented. 
Also the ends of most legs are not 
as smooth as the» should be and 
each time a chair or table slides 
an inch along the floor it leaves 
a bad scratch or a series of little 
marks. 


The best solution to this whole 
business of furniture legs is to 
use castors under all legs regard- 
less of whether the piece of furni- 
ture is semi-permanent like a 
piano or sort of transient like a 
small table or chair. 

Large castors (actually they 
aren't castors in our opinion as a 
castor is something that has a 
wheel and these do not) made of 
glass or rubber are excellent and 
the larger the better for this dis- 
tributes the load over a greater 
area of the floor. 


The glass ones are fine for 
pieces of furniture that have to be 
moved from time to time as these 
will slide pretty well on the av- 
erage floor. .The- rubber kind 
don’t slide so easily and are fine 
when you want a piece of furni- 
ture to stay put. 


Most people will use castors on 
floors covered with rugs or car- 
pets because they know that this 
material is easily dented. They 
don’t however, remember that 
many woods as well as materials 


- like asphalt tile can also be dented 


and must therefore be adequately 
protected.

a young artist to attract the at- 
tention of a.New York manager is 
to give a recital in New York's 
Town Hall. This will cost him 
about $1000 and even at that he 
will not have an audience unless 
he gets busy and distributes the 
tickets among his friends, ac- 
quaintenances, music students 
and others who are glad to have 
somewhere to go. 


The major music critics are in- 
vited, of course, but they rarely 
attend. The tickets are passed 
on to the second, third or fourth 
assistant who often has several 
other assignments during the 
same evening and consequently is 
expecting the worse when he gets 
to Town Hall.
